erude drugs most pharmacists have in mind the botanie drugs, 
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such as herbs and leaves, flowers, seeds and roots, but why 
should not) a definite chemical substance be regarded as a 
crude drug--potassium bromide, for example? The discussion 
arose over a proposition advanced by a member of the State 
Legislative Committee to exempt “crude drugs” from the op 
eration of the State Pure Drugs bill, which is to be drafted 
for introduction at the next session of the Legislature. . This 
exemption is to be brought about, if the committee has its way, 
by inaking it legal to sell sueh crude drugs of any standard 
ov quality, providing the actual quality of the drug is stated 
on the label. We think it would be most ill-advised to insert 
any provision of this kind in the proposed new law. The re 
tail pharmacist is entitled to the fullest protection against the 
purchase of drugs that are below the Pharmacopasial stand 
ard; and the insertion of this provision would expose him to 
ail sorts of adulterated aud sophisticated drugs. It is a well 
known practice of the manufacturers of alkaloids to garble 
erude botanic drugs, selecting the parts richest in alkaloids 
and turning baek the woodier and inert portions on the mar 
ket, whence they invariably reach the retail druggist, who is 
hot always in a position to make assay tests. Powdered digi 
talis leaves have been put back on the market adulterated with

\W HL the national food and drugs act bas been enforced 


only aomonth or so a food inspection aet has been en 
foreed since July, P9038, under which allt foreign food stutts 
imported into the United States have been subject to insy 
tion, Some idea oof the volume of work whieh the enforce 
ment of this huw entails may be gathered from.the facet that 
during the fiseal year ending June $0, 1907, TLOQQ00 invoices of 
foods and foodstuffs have been exsimined and aah samples 
have been submitted to analysis. Of these 8.71S were found to 
comply with the iw and L2hs to violate its provisions. One 


hundred and seventy-seven of these violations consisted of fail 


ures to comply with the requirements of the Taw regarding 
labels, and these shipments were admitted when the required 
corrections in the labels had heen made. Tn S65 cases the goods 
were admitted without prejudice to future decisions to the 
department in similar cases, and 71 lots of goods were re 
quired either to be reshipped hevond the jurisdiction of the

Caffeine Compounds. 

If 10.5 Gin. of caffeine is dissolved with 7 Gm. of salicylic 
acid in one litre of boiling water, there will crystallize out on 
cooling a whitish compound corresponding to the formula 
C1, N,OL.C ALO, This substance is but slightly soluble in cold 
water and is capable of combining with an alkali, with the 
formation of a double salt, such as C;H,NaO,.C.11,,.N,O,.H,0. 

An analogous compound inay be formed with protocatechuic 
acid, using 7.6 Gin. of this acid instead of the salieylie acid. 
This is also a white crystalline substance, appearing as little 
needles and capable of forming a double salt with an alkali: 
9 Gm. of gallie acid with 10.5 Gm. of caffeine in boiling water, 
give rise on cooling to a caffeine-gallie acid combination in the 
form of a gray white crystalline powder. The caffeine may be 
extracted from this compound by shaking in chloroform. Dou 
ble salts are also formed with alkalis by this substance. Solu 
tions of all of these caffeine compounds are acid, turning blue 
litwus paper red.—Chem. Zt.. 1906, p. 97.

Recommendations of the Committee—Some Easily Applied and 
Characteristic Tests for the Identification of Beech-W ood Creosote, 
Coal-Tar Creosote, Phesrol, Cresol, Creosol, Guaiacol and 
Guaiacol Carbonate.

The publication of last year’s report of the Committee on 
Adulterations should have proved of value to the members 
since it gave among other tests a simple one for the detection 


of tartaric acid in citric acid. This form of adulteration has 


been practically reduced to a minimum, and the fact goes t 
show how essential it is for the retail pharmacist to be weil 
informed regarding the application of various simple tests. 

It is not to be denied, and it is regretted by yvour commit 
tee, that adulteration and substitution do exist to some extent. 
li is of the utmost importance that the ingredients used in 
the compounding of physicians’ prescriptions shall be of the 


highest possible purity. The task of assuring this is, however, 


it most difficult one, because the analyses and investigation of 
uo odarge and varied number of drugs demand special facilities 
involving a heavy expense, 


Recommendations of the Committee. 

The efforts of the various boards and associations, together 
with the enactment of National and State pure food and drug 
laws, have not bad the desired effect. The following sugges 
tions are therefore submitted for your consideration, and we 
recommend their adoption : 

1, In order that the committee may be able adequately to 
determine to what extent adulteration really exists, and = the 
actual causes thereof—for there are cause and effect in mat 
ters pharmaceutical as well as in economics—additional power 
should be vested in the committee to the extent of enabling if 
to obtain sampies from the wholesale and retail druggists 
through the aid and cooperation of the Committee on Adu! 
terations of the New York State Board of Pharmacy. Such 
un aetion would express the true desire of this association to 
lessen or altogether prevent such aduiteration and substitution

2. The State Board of Pharmacy should put the association 
in possession of the various tests and standards for the deter 
mination of the purity of drugs that are not given in the United

» Each and every member of the New York State Pharma- 
ceutical Association and druggists in general, are asked to co- 
operate with the committee in raising pharmacy to such a high 
level as to make substitution and adulteration impossible.

Explanation of the Tests. 

The U. S. TY tests for distinguishing between beech-wood 
creosote, coal-tar creosote and phenol are as follows: 

1. An aqueous solution of creosote yields with ferric chlor 
de. T. S.. a violet-blue coloration, which is very” transient, 
changing rapidly to greenish and brown, and forming a brown 
precipitate; phenol and so-called coal-tar creosote give a violet 
blue color which is permanent. 

2. Equal volumes of creosote and collodion, stirred together 
in a dry test tube, forms no permanent coagulum—phenol and 
so-called coal-tar creosote forms a permanent coagulum. 

These tests do not give satisfactory results as the reactions 
are too much alike, the differences consisting only in the per 
manency of the effect. Comparing the reactions of creosote 
with those of coal-tar creosote and phenol (see table) they can 
easily be distinguished by the method of the author (Dr. J.

THE NEW REMEDIES OF 1906-1907. 


Being the Annual Report of the Committee on New Remedies of 
the New York State Pharmaceutical Association.

As If is customary for the committee to comment on the 
drift of pharmaceutical and chemical activity during the inter- 
val between meetings the report is prefaced with a review of the 
contributions to the materia medica that are deemed of note 
worthy interest. 

New Serums. 

A number of new serums have made their appearance and 
the method of treating infectious diseases, or diseases due to the 
invasion of bacteria, by the use of antitoxine serums has been 
greatly improved, However, pharmacists have not benefited to 
any extent by the sale of serum products, as in many munici 
palities the serums are supplied free of cost by the city authori 
ties. 

The Opsonins and the Opsonic Index. 

The discovery of Prof. A. Ek. Wright of certain constituents 
of the blood-serum which he has named opsonins seems to be of 
great importance, According to Professor Wright there are 
opsonins corresponding to the different infectious diseases. The 
word opsonin is derived from the Greek word opsoneo, meaning 
“T prepare for food.” since the opsonins act like a sauce or 
condiment and prepare the invading microbe for consumption 
by the white blood corpuscles or phagocytes. The amount of 
any particular opsonin in the blood is ascertained by what is 
ealled the “ opsonie index.” This index is determined by ascer 
taining the number of bacteria engulfed or devoured by the 
leucoeytes of the sick person as compared with the number de 
youred by those of a normal healthy man. Thus in a ease 
where the opsonic index of an individual toward a particular 
disease is given as 0.6, it means that where the normal man’s 
blood could dispose of 100 microbes that of the subject could 
only deyour 60. The therapeutic application of Professor 
Wright's discovery is carried out by the injection into the sys- 
tem of the patient of minute quantities of dead microbie ma- 
terial of the same bacteria that caused the disease. This in 
creases the opsonic index, enables the white or scavenger blood 
corpuscles to devour the invading microbes of disease and leaves 
the patient free to recover by the normal healthy action of the 
system. 

New Antiseptics and Disinfectants. 

In the field of antisepties and disinfectants much activity 
has been displayed during the year, and formaldehyde has been 
made use of in various forms, the latest method being to incor 
porate paraform with an alkali peroxide (barium peroxide, 2 
parts; paraform, 1 part). The mere addition of water to such 
a mixture liberates formaldehyde in the gaseous state, and 
when suflicient of the gas has been liberated and disinfection is 
complete, a portion of a mixture of ammonium chloride and 
quicklime is added to the moistened mass, when ammonia is set 
free which combines with the formaldehyde to form hexamethy- 
lenamine, overcoming in this way the pungent fumes of the 
formaldehyde. 
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Phenolphthalein Laxatives. 

The number of laxative preparations which depend for their 
activity on phenolphthalein shows an inerease. The discovery 
of the lawative principle of phenolphthalein was made in a very 
vecidental manner. As deseribed by Dr. Hugo Schweitzer in a 
paper read before the students of the College of Pharmacy of 
Columbia University and published in the AMERICAN Druccist 
for April, 1907, the German Government made it compulsory 
at one time to add phenolphthalein to oleomargarine in order to 
mike it possible to distinguish oleomargarine from butter, sub 
sequent trertment with an alkali serving to bring out the char 
acteristic pink color, The Austrian Government adopted asim 
ilar method of identifying second-class wines obtained from 
grape juice refuse after the first fermentation. It was soon dis 
covered that persons who drank this wine suffered from diar 
rhoawa lasting as long as they partook of it. It then oceurred to 
a’ physician to test phenolphthalein clinically as to its purgative 
action, and the fact was established that in even small doses it 
acted as a cathartic. Now this indicator so long used in chem 
istry has been introduced into medicine under a variety of 
names, including purgen, alophen, laxiconfect, ete. The dis 
covery has incited chemists to continued work along this line 
and a great improvement has resulted in the laxative remedies 
in present use,

of autan is sufficient to destroy all organisms in a cubic metre 
of air.

Bioglobin is the name given to a preparation of haemoglobin 
which, it is asserted, is different from many others on the mar- 
ket, in being a vinous beverage. It is protected by German 
patent, the specifications of which read in translation as fol- 
lows: Dissolve 5 Kg. of a fresh solution of hemoglobin extract, 
containing 33 percent. of hemoglobin, in 75 Kg. of lukewarm 
water, and to this add 20 Kg. sugar and 1 Kg. of finely cut Sul- 
tana raisins. Transfer the mixture to a large glass vessel cov- 
ered with perforated parchment paper and allow to stand three 
days at a temperature of 35 degrees Reaumur (111 degrees F.). 
Then pass through a hair sieve into a larger vessel and add tar- 
taric acid 50 Gm.. water. 1,000 Gm, and alcohol 10 Gm. Allow 
the whole to stand for one day and then bottle. Manufactured 
by the Bioglobin Company, Schéneberg, near Berlin, Germany. 

Bismuth Ditannate is 2 bright vellow powder of a slightly 
bitter, acid taste, made by adding to a solution of a bismuth 
salt a solution of any tannate whose base is capable of forming 
n soluble compound with the acid radical of the bismuth salt. 
It has been recommended for use in the treatment of chronic 
intestinal catarrh and as an application in moist eczemas,. 
Marketed by the Heyden Chemical Works, New York. 

Blaudium is the name given to an iron carbonate preparation 
for which a German patent has been issued. It is said to be a 
very pure ferrous carbonate prepared by the interaction of fer- 
rous sulphate and potassium or sodium carbonate in aqueous 
solution in presence of glycerin er sugar, the precipitate being 
freed from water by centrifugal action. Made by A. Fiiigge. 

serlin, Germany. 

Borovertin is a2 yeilowish-white, bitter-tasting powder, form- 
ing a compound of hexamethylenamine and boric acid, which is 
supposed to combine the properties of the two substances. By 
its use the flow of urine is said to be considerably increased, 
and it converts alkaline urine into acid urine, besides having 
the property of dissolving uric acid. It is given in tablets con 
taining 1 to 4 grains. 

Bromural belongs to the valeric acid group, being alpha- 
mono-brom-iso-\ alerianyl urea. It is used as a sedative and 
hypnotic. It is a white tasteless substance of crystalline needle 
appearance, soluble in hot water, ether, alkaline solutions and 
aleohol. but is only very slightly soluble in cold water. It has 
been found beneficial in the insomnia following pneumonia, dys- 
pepsia and whooping cough. In doses of one to two tablets each 
containing 0.8 Gm. sleep is produced in from five to twenty-five 
minutes; higher doses work more quickly and energetically. 
The sleep induced by it resembles natural sleep in that it is 
free from dreams, does not exceed the normal duration and 
leaves the patient feeling clear and fresh on awakening. Made 
and marketed by Knoll & Co, . 

Cacaosin is the name of a substitute for theobroma oil, the 
composition of which is not revealed by the German manufac- 
turers. 

Castor Oil Powder, Which has been introduced into medicine 
under various fancy names, is made by various processes, such 
as mixing the oil with gum acacia and magnesia, exaporating 
and drying; or by precipitating the casein of milk, pressing it 
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and adding sodium carbonate, lactose and eastor oil, drying and 
pulverizing. <A dry powder possessing the properties of castor 
oil may thus be obtained. 

Chelafrin is the latest of the lengthening list of suprarenal 
principle preparations. A 1 to 1,000 solution of so-called che- 
lafrin muriate has been placed on the German market by 
Koeckert & Michalowsky, Berlin, Germany. 

Chirosoter is a solution of various waxes and balsamic 
bodies in carbon tetrachloride which is intended for use as an 
antiseptic protective dressing for the field of operations in 
surgery. Made by Krewel & Co., Cologne, Germany. 

Corona is the name given by a Leipzig apothecary to a local 
aimesthetic for the alleviation of toothache. It is said to consist 
of a 1 percent. solution of cocaine in combination with nitric 
weid, picrie acid. potassium hydroxide, gaultheria, baptisia, 
thyme, mint, eucalpytus, benzoic acid and borie¢ acid, the quan- 
tities of which are not stated. 

Corrosol is a compound of mercuric succinate, mercuric sa- 
codylate and novocaine, which is used hypodermically in the 
treatment of syphilis. 

Coryfin is the menthol ester of ethylglycolic acid. It forms 
a colorless, odorless, oily solution, soluble only to a limited ex- 
tent in water, but it is easily soluble in alcohol, ether and chlo- 
roform. Warmed in contact with alkalies it splits up, the 
menthol separating out. It is used among other things for the 
relief of headache, migraine, etc.. by a light application to the 
forehead. It is also used in nasal catarrh and in catarrhal in- 
flammation of the throat as a gargle with lukewarm water. 
Manufactured by Farbenfabriken vorm. Friedr. Bayer & Co., 
Elberfeld, Germany. 


Cystopurin is represented to be a compound of hexamethy- 
lenamine and sodium acetate which forms long, transpavrent, 
spear-like crystals, freely soluble in cold water and more so in 
warm water. The solutions in water have a pronounced salty 
taste. It is used in the same indications as urotropin, ete. asa 
urinary antiseptic, in doses of 10 grains three times a day in 
water. Manufactured by Johann A, Wiilfing, Berlin, Germany. 

Diphenylamine Thymo-Benzoate is the name of a sub- 
stitute for arhovin made by Heeckert & Michalowsky, Berlin, 
Germany. 

Emanosal is a German radioctine preparation which is put 
up in bath tablets weighing 30 grammes, each of which is said 
to give olf electrical discharges of about 50,000 volts force. The 
tablets are used in rheumatic and gouty affections. 

Epileptol, an amido-formic acid compound, has been intro- 
duced as a remedy for epilepsy. It is given in doses of from 
20 to 50 dyops three times daily. 

Escalin is a preparation of 2 parts of metallic aluminum in 
a state of extremely fine division mixed with 1 part of glycerin, 
which is put up in the form of pastils. intended as a harmless 
substitute for bismuth subnitrate for forming a protective layer 
on the coats of the stomach in gastric ulcer and similar affec- 
tions. Each pastil contains about 3 grains of aluminum. 

Eston is the name given to a basic acetate of aluminum. 
which forms a fine white powder of difficult solubility. It is 
used as a dusting powder combined with tale and starch and 
also in ointment form. Made by Fritz. Friédlander’s Chemical 
Works. Berlin, Germany. 

Estoral is a compound of menthol and boric acid which 
forms a colorless, tasteless, crystalline powder, insoluble in 
water and taleohol and only slightly soluble in ether, chloroform 
and benzin, It has the chemical. characteristics of a mentho- 
lester of boric acid and when applied to mucous membranes in 
the treatment of catarrh, the mucous secretions split it up into 
its constituents, making it possible to ‘apply menthol and borie 
acid in this way to surfaces affected with catarrh. Made by 
Zimmer & Co., Frankfort-on-Main, Germany. 

Ethoxyacetylmenthol is a colorless liquid obtained by the 
action of ethoxyacetylchloride on menthol. It is soluble in al- 
cohol and ether. Patented by Farbenfabriken vorm. Friedr.

LINNAEUS.’ 
By HENRY KRAEMER. 

The two hundredth anniversary of the birth of 
fell upon May 23 last. When we consider the work which Lin- 
meus did in the field of natural history, including botany, min- 
eralogy, and zoology, and the profound influence which his 
work has had upon the subsequent development of these sci- 
ences, it is eminently fitting that the anniversary of his birth 
should be brought to mind and reference made to his life and 
work. I have always been very much impressed by the life and 
teachings of Linneus, and at the close of the Columbian Ix- 
position. in a paper which I read here at the College and also 
in New York before the Torrey Botanical Club, I expressed the 
hope that the two hundredth anniversary of Linnzeus’s birth 
would furnish the occasion for an international botanical ex- 
position to be known as the * World's Linnzean Exposition.” 
(Am, Jour. Ph., 1894, p. 92.) 

The lives of some men seem to show that they have been in- 
tended, or at least particularly fitted, to carry on a_ special 
work. This view is strengthened by the fact that we witness 
in their ancestors a tendency to develop along certain lines. 
Little, then, need we wonder that in the childhood of some there 
are evidences of the bent the man will take. The great-uncle, as 
well as the father, of the subject of this sketch was a naturalist. 
The family name even was taken from a linden or lime tree, 
in Linnhult (Sweden), and there is a story that it began to 
wither on the death of the son of Linnzeus, the last male mem- 
ber of the family. It is said that as a child the toys of Linnzeus 
were flowers and that his mother hushed his cries by giving 
him flowers to play with. From the very time that Linnzeus 
left his cradle he almost lived in his father’s garden. One of 
the first lessons that we may learn then from the life of 
Linnzeus is the powerful and wholesome influence which an 
early acquaintance with nature has on the youthful mind. 

Carl von Linné, or Carl Linneus, as he was more commonly 
known, this latter being his plebeian name, was born on May 23, 
1707, in Rashult, situated in the south of Sweden, in a very 
pleasant valley adjoining Lake Méklein. He was the firstborn, 
and naturally his father thought of him as perpetuating the 
honor of the family in becoming a minister, like himself, or 
possibly even a bishop, for it seemed to him that in those 
brown eyes there were manifestations of something more than 
an ordinary child. 


Linnveus 
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a good physician or a naturalist? It hardly need be pointed 
out here how important this advice was, as the subsequent 
career of Linnzeus proved. Dr. Rothmann lived in Wexio, and 
he not only advised the father what to do, but young 
Linnzeus into his own family, permitting him to continue his 
studies preparatory to a medical course, and in addition taught 
sotany.

him, among other things, Tournefort’s System of 
Dreaming of an Improved System. 

While applying the system of Tournefort in his own gardens 
and recognizing its imperfections, we find Linnzeus. at the age of 
seventeen, desire to improve this system or 
invent a system of his own. Oh, the day dreams that come to 
youth about this time! If they are followed with patience, in- 
dustry and integrity they lead inevitably to noble attainments. 
Who has not beheld the youth with his vision, and who has 
not seen him and 
yearning for an opportunity to execute his soul’s command? 
It is true that very few ever realize their highest ideals and 
noblest aims, chiefly because they do not know that genius con-

sists in taking infinite pains even at the sacrifice of what seems 
sometimes very life blood. At the age of twenty (in 
1727) he entered the university at Lund, and after a year’s 
study, at the suggestion of Dr. Rothmann, be continued his 
studies at the University of Upsala 
of learning. His life here, particularly during the first few 
years, was exceedingly hard. His scanty pittance from home 
did not keep him. He was obliged to trust to chance for a 
meal and tried to overcome his hunger by readi:g books, and 
oftentimes was compelled to lie down until the pangs of hunger 
His clothes became worn and he had to mend his 
shoes with folded paper. At night he shivered for hours until 
he fell asleep, and had it not been for Artedi—then a student 
at Upsala and his companion in misery—it seems that he could 
not have borne the poverty and physical suffering which he 
had to undergo. These friends believed in each ether and were 
fed daily by each other’s enthusiasm and faith that all would 
come out well some day. 

And so it happened that just as Linnzeus was about to de 
spair and return home he met Dean Celsius, of the university,

It being the custom in those days in Sweden to require 
students to take their degrees at a foreign university, Linnzeus, 
in 1735, went to Harderwyk, Holland, and soon secured his 
doctor’s degree. 


_ Goes to Leyden and Oxford. 


Ile then journeyed to Leyden, where he met Gronovius, who 
was so impressed with his original work that he published his 
‘Systema Nature” at his own expense. Through Gronovius 
he became acquainted with the renowned physician Boerhaave, 
and, upon the recommendation of the latter, he was made 
physician to George Clifford, a very rich man and mayor of 
the city, who had one of the finest collections of plants in the 
world at his place, Hartecamp, near Haarlem. Linnzeus_ be- 
came not only physician but also botanist to Clifford, and 
while here published some of his notable books, as “ Genera 
Plantarum,” “ Fundamenta Botanica.” “ Critica Botanica,” ete. 
In order to relieve Linnzeus of a homesickness which seemed to 
be taking hold of him, and in order to secure material for his 
collections, Clifford sent him to England. He visited the fa- 
mous botanical gardens at Chelsea and Oxford, and became 
acquainted with the great English botanists of that time. Dill- 
enius was then at Oxford, and while he was at first somewhat 
suspicious of Linnzeus, he was soon so impressed with his 
ability that he urged him to stay in England, and offered to 
share his salary with him. 

Linnwus returned, however, to Holland with a large col- 
lection of plants for Clifford’s gardens, but still possessed of 
the idea of returning home. He shortly left for Paris with a 
heart overflowing with gratitude to Boerhaave and Clifford, 
and for the land that had adopted him, and would have made 
him a professor at Utrecht. At Paris he met Bernard Jussieu, 
other famous scientists and men of letters as well. He visited 
the various botanical gardens and saw the systems of Tourne- 
fort and Vaillant applied in a practical way. He had oppor- 
tunities of familiarizing himself with the famous herbaria in 
Paris, which contained the type specimens of Tournefort and 
others. The Royal Academy of Sciences elected him a member 
and offered him a salary if he would but remain in Paris. 
Linneus, however, still held to the notion of returning home, 
believing that if he had any merits they were due to his own 
country. 

No doubt many of us at first thought would be inclined to 
call Linnzeus a particularly lucky person, as in every country 
that he visited positions of honor and trust were offered him. 
But on reflection, do we suppose that either Clifford or Dill- 
enius or the academy in Paris offered him the positions that 
they did merely for his own sake? Rather. can we not see 
that they all received more from him than they gave or offered 
him? Clifford was making his gardens through the sugges- 
tions of Linnzeus the most famous in the world. Dillenius was 
utilizing the talent of the young Swede in helping to make 
Oxford the great university of the world. And in Paris, too, 
nen of science and letters recognized that his abilities would 
add to the renown of the academy. It was not luck, but ability 
and faithful work that gave Linnzeus a home so often. , 


“*No Man is Without Honor,” Etc. 

But strange as it may seem, that while abroad he was 
loohed upon as “ princeps botanicorum,” when he returned to 
Sweden, every one laughed at his botany, and as a physician 
he was not counted worthy to attend a servant or even a dog. 

This could not last long, however. He eventually succeeded 
as a medical practitioner and became in time the fashionable 
physician at Stockholm. Meantime he married, on June 26, 
1789, the woman of his choice, and who had waited for him 
and believed in him during his years of sacrifice and prep- 
aration. 


In 1741 he was elected professor of physics and anatomy 
in the University of Upsala,,and in 1742, by an exchange of 
chairs with Rosen, he realized the crowning ambition of his 
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life. and that was to be the professor of botany in his Alma 
Mater. Here he continued until his death in 1778. Thus, at 
the age of thirty-four, were his highest ambitions realized. He 
was in his native country, which he had learned to love more 
than ever. He was back at his Alma Mater, the source of his 
inspiration. He was in his own home, to be called * Carl” and 
“father.” The restlessness of youth had been traveled out of 
him and he was content to ripen his thoughts under the sun of 
his own clime. He seemed inspired to teach and work as 
though the fame of Sweden and her universities depended solely 
upon him, and it has been said that “ by his force of character 
he shifted the scientific center of gravity to a small town in 
Sweden.” 

One of the most powerful factors in spreading the influence 
of Linnzeus was that of his pupils. They came from all parts 
of the world and were impressed by the strength of his char- 
acter and the originality of his teachings; and each in turn 
acted as a missionary, as it were, to spread his new doctrines. 
As an instance we may mention that one of his students, 
Grufberg, took “ Ray’s Synopsis,’ which had been the pocket 
companion of every English botanist, and revised it accord- 
ing to the system of Linneus. This revision was so much 
simpler than the imperfect system of Ray that it soon re- 
placed the latter. According to the new system, botanical gar- 
dens were laid out, botanical collections were named, and 
botanical lectures were given in nearly all the institutions of 
learning in the world by the young men who were Linnzeus’s 
students.

Honors Now Came Thick and Fast. 

Linnseus received medals and orders from home and abroad 
and was elected to membership in all the leading learned socie- 
ties. One of his biographers says that he was acknowledged to 
be the “ Prince of Botanists,” and another that he was “ruler 
of the empire of natural history and sovereign of the kingdom 
of botany.” 

That these encomiums were not exaggerated is attested by 
the fact that Linnseus described all the animals, plants and 
minerals of his time; that he enunciated the principles for 
defining genera and species, and left his permanent influence 
on the biological sciences by the invention of his system of 
binomial nomenclature. ‘“ He found natural science a chaos 
and left it a cosmos.” 

Ilis name is also associated with the history of the micro- 
scope, and he threw some light on the subject of the relation 
of micro-organisms to disease. He was among the first to 
consider the subject of dietetic medicine, and gave a decided 
impetus to the cultivating of economical and medicinal plants 
and advocated the replacement of animal drugs by vegetable 
substances. He saw in the strata of the earth the markings 
of the periods of geologic time. Furthermore, in considering the 
life of this great man, indicating as it does his many-sidedness, 
we find that he was not only interested in science for its own 
sake, but was ever occupied in the application of the results 
of scientific investigation to the welfare of mankind. 


The Preparation of Strophanthin. 

The St. Petersburg Pharmaceutical Journal gives the fol- 
lowing process for the preparation of strophanthin: 20 Gm. ot 
the strophanthus seeds are treated with 200 Gm. of absolyite 
alcohol on a water bath, the alcohol being renewed after two 
hours, and finally being distilled off. The green tinted aqueous 
residue is warmed to 40 or 50 degrees C. and is thoroughly 
mixed with benzene. On standing, this fluid separates into two 
layers, and a neutral solution of lead acetate is now added drop 
by drop until precipitation no longer occurs. It is then filtered 
and washed with boiling water until the filtrate amounts to 600 
to 700 Ce. This filtrate is warmed to a temperature of 60 to 
7O degrees C. and after about 48 hours at this temperature, 
evaporation having reduced the volume to about 100 to 200 Ce. 
the strophanthin begins to crystallize out in the form of small 
needles and feathers. The crystals are collected on a filter, 
washed three or four times with cold water, and are dried 
first in the air and later in a vacuum. The melting point of 
the crystals is 169 to 170 degrees C.

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A New Use for Acetanilide. 

Owing to the requirements of the food and drugs act that 
preparations containing acetanilide must bear labels stating 
the amount contained in them, the fact has been developed that 
acetanilide has been used for some time as a preservative for 
solutions of hydrogen peroxide, and it is interesting to know 
that if possesses such properties. Tt has always been diflicult 
for tnanufacturers to obtain a preservative which would pre 
vent hydrogen dioxide solutions from rapidly deteriorating and 
at the same time not impair its medicinal properties. The us¢ 
of acetanilide in the amount required to preserve hydogen per 
oxide, about one-sixth of a grain to a fluid ounce, offers no ob 
jections whatever, and its employment for this purpose assures 
t uniform preparation, and constitutes one of the most valuable 
improvements that has been made in the manufacture of the 


preparation for many years 


The Value of Fresh Valerian Root. 

That preparations inade from the fresh root of Valeriana 
oficivalis are more active than those of the dried root has long 
been recognized. ‘This was held to be due to the presence of a 
volatile oil, which by oxidation into valerianic acid) soon lost 
ts eflicaey : Indeed, Shoemaker recommends oil of valerian as 
by far the best preparation of the drug. Chevalier, however, 
has examined the fresh juice CComptes rendus, through the 
Prescriber), and finds it to contain an alkaloid, a glucoside and 
a resinous substance, all of which are physiologically active. 
Phe alkaloid and the ghlicoside are both unstable bodies, and 
urderge a change or become volatilized during process of dry 
ne Nhe alkaloid, the presence of which was first pointed out 
by Worlizewski, las now been isolated, but as it exists only 
to the extent of G@.015 per cent. in the juice, its chemical com 
position has not yet been determined. Pharmacological investi 
getions of its effect on animals show the alkaloid to have an 
energetic depressing and paralyzing action on the medulla ob 
longata, the depressing effect extending along the whole of the 
cerebro-spinal axis. It would appear, therefore, that in’ the 
treatment of hysteria and epilepsy preparations from the fresh 
reat would be much more reliable than the tincture as at pres

Fatigue Antitoxine. 


The Schweizerische Wochenschrift) fiir Chemie und Phar 
navie (Ne. TS, 107) prints an interesting review of the recent 
work of Weichhardt on fatigue toxine and antitoxine, Aside 
from its interest to the pathologist, this subject is shown to 
have a very practical bearing. Weichhardt has extracted frou

nereased powers of endurance, The serum of an animal so 


treated has been shown to contain an antitoexic body which

Weichhardt lias further shown that this fatigue toxine, as 
yell as the antitexine, may be artificially produced from = al 
bumen. the former through the influence of oxidizing agents o1 


of electrolysis, the latter by high temperatures. ‘Nhe toxine is 


not dinlvsable and is insoluble in pure acetone. It is a eom 

mid having a high molecular weight and probably belonging 
to the colloids. The antitoxine is readily dialysable and is 
soluble ino acetone, 


Weichhardt has made the further interesting discovery that 
fatigue toxine is present not only in the excrement of fatigued 
animes, but also in certain drugs, as opium, curare, and la 
tucarium Itamay be extracted from epium by means of Grams 


solution of iodine and potassium iodide, which are then elimin 


ated Dy repeated dialysis The toxine thus obtained produces 
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the characteristic sigus of fatigue when injected into animals, 
but has no effect on animals previously immunized with anti 
toxine. Weichhardt expresses the opinion that many of the 
untoward effects of opium may be due to the presence of this 
substance. ‘That some of the common methods of preserving 
milk may result ina splitting up of some of the albumen with 
the formation of fatigue toxine seems also to have been estab 
lished. The use ef formalin and hydrogen peroxide for this 
purpose is especially condemned by the author. who points out 
the possibilities for harm in milk so treated when used for in 
fant feeding. 

It is evident from Weichhardt’s studies that this toxine las 
a wide distribution in the organic world. Phe report of his 
latest work on the subject is published in Zentralbl. fiir Bakt., 
Woy, Vol, NLD Part 11. 


Denatured Alcohol Tests. 


In the Archiv der Pharmazie, 243, 555, Professor Selumidt 
outlines methods of detecting the presence of denatured alcoho! 
in various galenicals, and Professor Coblentz has abstracted 
the article and given some additional information ino a paper 
contributed to the Apothecary. Owing to the fallacies of the 
well-known copper spiral test for methyl alcohol, the detection 
of this spirit is a ditlieuit and slow process, The highly puri 
tied wood alcohol sold in this market is free from acetone and 
is accordingly unresponsive to the tests here given, but where 
the aleohol is denatured with crude wood alcohol the detection 
of the spirit is comparatively easy, because, according to the 
Government specifications, the wood alcohol denaturant must 
contain 15 to 25 percent. of acetone. ‘Phe German Government, 
whieh denaturizes grain alcohol with wood spirit) containing 
30> percent. of acetone, prescribes the following test: 

To about 5 Ce. of the spirit 1 Ce. of a 1 percent. solution 
of sodium nitroprusside is added and the solution made alka 
line by the addition of sodium hydroxide solution, when a vel 
lowish-red color is produced, which after cautiously acidulating 
with acetic acid changes to a violet. If acetone is absent a 
lemon-yellow color is produced on the addition of the nitro 
prusside solution, and after acidifying with acetic acid the 
eolar is discharged. The following galenicals may be tested 
necording to the methods described for each: 

I. Spiritus sinapis, wtheris nitrosi, cochleariwe: To 10 Ce. 
of the specimen 1 Ce. of a solution of sodium hydroxide (15 
percent.) is added and the mixture slowly distilled from a 
small flask, collecting about 3 Ce. ‘Phis, after mixing with 
about 5 Ce. of water, is tested for acetone. 

Il. Spiritus camphore and-sresinous tinctures: Inte 20 Ce, 
of water 2 Ce. of the tineture is poured, with agitation, After 
filtering, the filtrate is tested with the nitroprusside solution 
for acetone, 

IT. ‘Vinetures free from the volatile substances, as tincture 
cinchome, gentianw, aloe, arnicrw, asafeotidae, benzoini, catechu, 
capsici, ete.: Ten Ce. of the tincture are added to. 20 Ce. of 
water and distilled slowly, collecting about 3 Ce. This is di- 
luted with 20 Ce. of water and tested for acetone. Should the 
distillate, after dilution with water, become turbid, it should be 
agitated with talewm and filtered before testing. 

IV. Spirits containing volatile oils, as spts. anisi, juniperi 
co. mentine pip. ehloroformi, ete.: Dilute 10 Ce. of the spirit 
with 50 Ce. of water and agitate (after filtering, if necessary) 
with about 20 Ce. of petroleum ether (boiling below GO) de 
vrees), repeating if necessary to completely remove the volatile 
substances, After removal of the petroleum ether, the hydro 
aleoholic solution is then slowly distilled. collecting about 38 Ce. 
of the distillate, which, after diluting with 20 Ce. of water, is 
tested for acetone 

Tinetura myrrhe: ‘Twenty Ce. are distilled, collecting 
8 Ce. whieh is diluted and tested as usual Dilution of the 
tincture previous to distilling should be avoided, since the dis 
tillate vields, wpon adding water, a turbid mixture, which is 
difficult to elarify 

Tineture jodi: To 2 Ce. of the tincture add 20 Ce. of water 
and decolorize by the addition of powdered sodium thiosulphate,

Bitterless Quinine. M. S. writes: ‘LT should be much 
obliged if you would tell me how to make quinine without bit 
terness. I do not mean the euquinine of Zimmer.” 

The most palatable preparation of bitterless quinine is made 
from quinine tannate. This salt of quinine may be put up in 
tablet form, given dry on the tongue or made agreeable to the 
wilate by suspending it in syrup of chocolate. ‘There are various 
methods of making quinine tannate, the following being well 
spoken of: 

Solution A. To 4 gallons of distilled water at 60 degrees © 
ndd 16 ounces Cavoir.) of quinine sulphate, and sutticient di 
luted sulphuric acid to effect solution. (rom 16 to 20° thuid 
ounces of diluted sulphuric acid are usually required.) 

Solution B.— Dissolve 48 ounces (avoir) of tannie acid: in 
{ gallons of distilled water at GO degrees C. 

Mix solutions “A“ and “Bo The quinine tannate precipi 
tutes as a brown adhesive mass. This is washed. while being 
worked by the hands, with two or more portions of 2 gallons 
each of distilled water at 60 degrees ©., removed from the 
water and allowed to cool and harden. Tt is then coarsely pow 
dered, and again washed with cold water until the washings 
cease to have a marked bitter. taste or to show presence of 
more than traces of sulphate when tested by barium chloride 
test: solution. 

The product is carefully dried at GO degrees C, and pow 
dered. Sixteen ounces of quinine sulphate should yiela by this 
process about 45 ounces of quinine tannate., 

A method of preparing quinine tannate which is said to 
give a product containing about 35 1-38 percent. of quinine, as 
against 20 percent, contained in the average commercial article, 
is as follows: Dissolve tannie acid, GO Gm., in water, 11 Gim 
Without heat; then add of a 2 percent. solution of sodium bicat 
bonate 11 Gm. and enough water, if necessary, to make a clear 
solution. ‘To this solution is added a solution of quinine sw 
phate, 40 Gm., in dilute sulphuric acid, 27 Gm., and water, 11 
Gm, The precipitate is washed on a linen strainer until the 
washings cease to have an alkaline reaction. It is then dried 
and powdered. 

The dose of quinine tannate is about double that of quinine 
sulphate, 


Liquid Wash Blue. — Hl. A. Bo Liquid wash blue or laundry 
Wash blue consists usually of a solution of either Prussian or 
Chinese blue in water containing oxalic acid. Tt also is made 
by making a solution of potassium ferrocyanide with water and 
then adding a sutlicient quantity of solution of ferrie chloride 
to produce a blue, but not enough to precipitate.

To the glycerin contained in a large evaporating dish add the 
sodium carbonate previously dissolved in the water, Mix and 
add the stearic acid and heat the mixture until no more vapors 
of carbon dioxide are given off.

Keep the mixture at nearly the boiling point on a water 
bath for at least one hour, with frequent stirring, making up 
any loss of water by evaporation by the addition of water to 10 
ounces. Lastly add the hamametis water and transfer) the 
whole to a hot mortar, Beat with an egg beater until the mix 
ture becomes of the proper consistency, Allow it to stand 12 
hours. stir well and then transfer to pots or wide-mouthed 
bottles as may be deemed best.

sodium salt of ortho-arsenic anilide, C, Hl, NIE As O COD) 
ONa. 


Solaniné Poisoning.-A considerable quantity of solanine, 
varying from 50 to GSO mgm. per kilo, is found in potatoes, 
The proportion of solanine is much increased by the action of 
certain bacteria and fungi, and it is also found in larger 
amounts in potatoes which are germinating. A number of cases 
of poisoning have been attributed to the ingestion of solanine 
in potatoes, but Wintgen concludes, from a series of investiga 
tions, that the solanine is never present in quantities sufficient 
to be responsible for the symptoms recorded, He thinks that 
the intoxication must be due to other causes, perhaps to the 
texines of the Bacillus protens 

The Advantages of Silver Acetate over silver nitrate for 
certain therapeutic indications is commented on in a recent is 
sue of the Muenchener medizinischer Wochenschrift) (quoted in 
Les Nouveaux Remédes No. X, 1907). The faet that. silver 
acetate is soluble only up to a strength of 1.6 percent, acts as 
a safeguard. inasmuch as accidental evaporation can never re- 
sult in a stronger solution, the salt being precipitated when this 
degree of concentration is exceeded. If decomposition of the 
salt oceurs, with production of free acid, the presence of free 
acetic acid will prove much less irritating than the same 
amount of nitric acid. In ophthalmological practice this point 
is of great practical importance. For ocular instillations a 
1 percent. solution of the acetate may be used and should be 
followed by lavage with physiological salt solution. 
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The Detection of Arsenic in Bismuth Preparations.—Cald- 
well (Am. Jour. of Pharm., May, 1907) notes an error that may 
occur in the application of Marsh’s test for arsenic to bismuth 
preparations. If the delivery tube of the apparatus is short and 
is not interrupted by a drying chamber, or at least by a wad of 
cotton, a bismuth stain may be obtained which closely resembles 
‘the arsenic stain. It is dissolved by heating with concentrated 
nitric acid, and gives a reddish brown coloration with silver 
nitrate, but is insoluble in sodium hypochlorite solution, 


A New Method for the Determination of Fusing Points 
is described by Dobrosserdow in a recent issue of Ztschr. f. 
cham. Apparatkunde. The author's apparatus consists of two 
test tubes, a larger one containing the thuid which is heated di 
rectly, and a smaller one, which is placed within the larger. 
In the smaller one is a thin walled funnel, the bulb of the ther 
mometer being placed in the neck of the funnel, The substance 
to be tested is placed in the funnel around the bulb, and as the 
apparatus is heated the first part to melt is that part which 
lies against the walls of the funnel, It runs down upon the 
bulb and in this manner the exact fusing point is recorded. 


The Plating of Nonmetallic Substances, such as wood. 
paper, woven textures, ete, may be accomplished by means of 
electrolysis, if the substance is first covered with a liver of 
graphite (Allg. Chem. Zt. through Ap. Zt.) As graphite is 
sometimes injurious to soft substances, it is recommended that 
forosuch metallic silver be used. This is applied in the follow 
ing manner: The surface is painted with 10 percent. alcoholic 
solution of silver nitrate, and after this has dried with a solu 
tion of yellow phosphorus in carbon disulphide (28: 380). Or 
the surface may first be painted with colodion and then with 
a freshly prepared ammoniated silver nitrate solution. ‘The sub 
stance may then be submitted to the electrolytic process, 


A Test for Moisture described by IF. Seriba (Ztschr. physik 
ue. chem. Unterr., p. 298, 1906) will be found useful in recog 
nizing minute traces of moisture in organic analyses, dehydrat 
ing processes, ete. Strips of thin, smooth paper, 3 to 4 Cm. in 
width, are impregnated with a five percent. solution of ferro 
anunonium sulphate, dried, amd kept in a moisture proof vessel 
until needed. ‘To apply the test, a strip of this paper is dusted 
with finely pulverized, dry, potassium ferroevanide, giving it a 
yellowish hue. The faintest traces of moisture coming in con 
tact with the paper thus prepared will change the color to a 
“Turnbull” blue, 


The Spontaneous Combustion of Potassium Chlorate, 
which has occasionally been observed, is attributed by Garten 
meister (Pharm Zt., No. 15, 1907) to the presence of lower 
chlorine compounds, which he has endeavored to demonstrate 
with iodized starch and sulphurie acid. Landolt (Chem. Zt. 
No, 22. 1907) has shown, however, that sulphurie acid is eapa 
ble of breaking up the potassium chlorate itself, so that it will 
respond with a blue coloration when this test is applied. The 
hypochlorites will give a blue color with iodized starch with 
out the addition of sulphuric acid, but according to Marquart 
it ix not to the hypochlorites but to the chlorites that the dan 
ger of explosion should be ascribed. The pure chlorate, pre 
pered in the usual way, as in the mateh industry, has never 
been recorded as exploding spontaneously. 


Two Chinese Drugs, Kansho-ko and To-ko, have recently 
heen studied by Y. Asahima (Jour. of Jap. Pharm. Soec., April, 
1907). Tle reports that the former, whieh is also known as 
Kansho, is used to some extent in Japan as a perfume, — Its 
leafy rootstock closely resembles the Nardostachys Jatamansi 
(Valerianacer). The odoriferous principle is a yellowish-green 
oll, which quickly becomes resinous when exposed to the air, 
and which contains a sesquiterpene, having a boiling point of 
PAOLO degrees, The oil is present in a proportion of 1.9 per 
cent. 


To-ko is the dried whole plant of the Asarwm Blamei, inelud 
ing the root. It contains an oil, having an odor resembling 
sassafras, in which eugenol, safrol and a terpene-like body have 
been demonstrated. According to Asabima, the drug known 
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among the Chinese and Japanese as Sai-sin or Si-sin is identical 
with To-ko, 


Saccharin.-—-Sprinkle some saccharin 800 times sweeter than 
sugar upon a solution of alphanaphtol in concentrated sulphuric 
acid; first the saccharin, and then the liquid, becomes violet. 
Saccharin 500 times sweeter than sugar gives a reaction so 
slight that it ean hardly be noticed. It cannot consequently 
be a question of the reaction of the saccharin, but of one of 
its impurities, most probably parasulphaminbenzoie acid. With 
a preparation of this acid at the disposal of the author, the 
reaction was indeed very sharp. ‘The violet color produced 
with alphanaphtol and sulphurie acid) can serve as a= proof 
of the presence of parasulphaminbenzoie acid, and, by means 
of a colorimetric comparison, it could also serve for the quan- 
titative determination, provided carbohydrates, which also give 
With alphanaphtol and sulphuric acid) a similar color, are ex 
cluded. 


Ethylorthoformate. At the April meeting of the Société de 
therapeutique (Rep. de Pharm, Vi, 107), M. Chevalier pre 
sented a paper on the therapeutic action of this drug. Used in 
iInoderate doses it exhibits litthe or no toxnie action, Tt is uot 
only a hypnotic, but in warm blooded animals acts as a hypo 
aimesthetic, when the saturated vapor is administered by inha 
lation. ‘Phis use of the drug is not advisable, as it may cause 

iolent and prolonged symptoms of central irritation, such as 
delirium and motor inco-ordination. Stadler doses have been 
shown to diminish the irritability of the pneumogastrie and su 
perior laryngeal nerves and to stimulate salivary, bronehial 
nnd urinary seeretion. Chevalier and several other observers 
highly recommend the drug as an antispasmodic, particularls 
for cough. While it is not a specific for whooping cough, ae 
cording to Variot, it certainly reduces the frequency and severi 
ty of the paroxysms, and shortens the course of the disease 
It is recommended as a good somnifacient, especially for chil 
dren, in whom it produces a natural sleep without any un 
toward effects. Tt is quite soluble and may be administered 


readily by mouth. 


Vicianin.— The seeds of the Vicia angustifolia, when tri 
turated with water, vield Lydrocyvanie acid, through the action 
of a glucoside recently isolated by Bertrand (Apotheker 
Acitung, No, 26, 1907). This glucoside, whieh he calls vieianin, 
seems to be identical with emulsin, and is said to contain 3.2 
percent. of nitrogen. In order to obtain vicianin the powdered 
seeds of the plant are first treated with SS to 90 percent. al 
cohol. This is then evaporated in a vacuum, and the remaining 
syrup is shaken up with ether, and allowed to stand 24 hours. 
The thaid is then poured off, and the residue washed two or 
three times with ether. It is then taken up with 10 to 20 parts 
of warm water. a few drops of lead acetate are added, and the 
mixture is treated with hydrogen sulphide. It is then filtered 
and condensed in a vacuum. The vicianin crystallizes out as 
colorless needles, having a melting pomt of 160 degrees, It is 
easily soluble in hot water, less so in cold) water, almost in 
soluble in alcohol and quite so in benzin, benzol, carbon disul 
phide and chloroform, ‘The seeds of the Vieia angustifolia cou 
tain 0.750 Gin. of hydroceyanic acid per kilo. 


Sodium Perborate as an Antiseptic Dressing.-Sodium 
perborate is found to be excellent as a general dressing and 
dusting powder for wounds of all kinds. It may be conveniently 
kept in tine powder in a wide mouth bottle, the mouth being 
tied over with a piece of fine gauze. It is odorless, its applica 
tion causes neither pain nor irritation, arrests capillary haemor 
rhage, does not form hard crusts like jodoform, and rapidly 
promotes healing. Moreover, it only exerts its action when in 
the presence of wound secretions, so that the dressing lasts as 
long as required, Excess is easily removed by simple washing, 
rendering the surface clean and antiseptic as soon as the pow 
der is moistened. In addition to this, its solution in’ water 
answers all the purposes of surgical hydrogen peroxide. 
Archiv. Med. Milit.. through Bull. gén. de Thérap, and Phar 
Jour. [The use of zine peroxide is much to be preferred to 
sodium perborate as a dusting powder for wounds, It has no 
enusticity and is more healing.-Ep, Am. Dr.]

Department Store Methods in the Sale of 
Perfumery. 

It has long been a matter of regret not unmixed with sur- 
prise to note the growing importance of the department store 
trade in perfumes and cosmetics, a trade which was formerly 
considered as belonging exclusively to the druggist The edi 
tor of The New Idea sets forth below ina most interesting man 
ner the reasons for this and indicates the means for preventing 
still further loss in this direction, 

Did you ever stop to compare the way the department stores 
sells perfumes and the way in which you try to sell them, says 
he editor of The New Idea. They could give yeu a lot of point 
ers if you cared to heed them. Tirst, they have a counter where 
they sell perfumes, not cigars and perfumes; not toilet articles 
us all kinds of objectionable rubber goods, plus any old: arti 
cle that has to be stored somewhere and it doesn’t matter much 
where. The department stores sell perfumes and the other arti 
cles on either side of their perfumes are those akin to or related 
to perfumes; toilet articles that lead women to spend more 
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money than they dreamed of spending when they stopped “ just 
to look at the perfumes.” 
Sell Sachets. 

There are sachets, all kinds and all prices of course; sachet 
powders in bulk, and next to that are made sachets, all Kinds 
and all prices, and if the price is too high for the made article 
the woman stands and tigures how she can make it for less her 
self, and the store ends in selling the silk and the powder, also 
furnishing the design. 

Suggest Other Things. 

There are tricky little conceits like this that take money 
one way or another in road agent fashion. Yet the vietim is 
hot always aware that she is being led into all this expend 
iture. ‘There are perfumes, and powders, face powders, toilet 
powders, bath powders, perspiration deadeners, and with these 
are the powder pulfs, the chamois skins, the travelers’ powder 
cases, the bottles, the boxes and the things akin to powders, 
There are beauty aids of all descriptions. very article in the 
cases is itself a leader tempting and suggesting that one good 
thing deserves another and subtly leading the purchaser on. 

The Perfume Counter. 

The same perfume counter in the average drug store is not 
given the distinction that it should. It does not suggest to the 
women that it is decidedly their territory, and that if men are 
there it is only on sufferance, Tt is intended to cater to the 
Wwemen you say in your complaints, and yet you don't even con 
cede that it belongs to them. Tf vou want to sell to women you 
must allow them time to look at the articles, allow time for the 
articles to lead them on to a purchase. This won't happen if 
the counter be poorly located in the store. Women don't want 
to have to stand aside for a man to buy his cigar, or his shay 
ing soap. As an actual fact, we know of a perfume counter in 
one store so mixed up with the cigar counter that a handsomely 
dressed woman set the plume of her bat on tire by coming in 
contact with the cigar lighter while she was examining perfume 
Causes, 

Other Objectionable Features. 

There are, however, other features more objectionable in the 
location of the perfume and toilet counter than the cigar 
counter, One of these is the soda fountain, which is often close 
to the perfume section. As women don't care to have their 
frailties exposed to the whole conmmunity there isn’t a location 
that will kill women’s patronage more than that. People who 
are waiting for sodas are generally doing more or less “ rubber 
ing,” and while they may not mean to be rude, all others in the 
store are to a certain extent under their keen observation. And 
the women who might buy at the perfume counter do not, but 
prefer to wait until some duller soda fountain day or go else 
where. 

Cater to Perfume Trade. 

When they go elsewhere it is your fault If you would 
really cater to these women instead of merely writing articles 
about the value of women at the perfulme counters, vou would 
hold their trade. You will find it to be the truth that where 
perfumes do sell in drug stores, there is more or less of isola 
tion of those lines from the regulation lines of trade, and, above 
all, there are no incongruous mixtures of goods.

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HEALTH DEPARTMENT OFFICERS ARREST DRUGGISTS 
FOR SELLING COCAINE PREPARATIONS. 


Many, if Not Most, of the Recent Prosecutions on Cocaine Ordi 
nance Have Been Instituted on Alleged Sale of Preparations 
Containing Only a Trace of the Drug—Department Ignores 
Pleasiot Ignorance as to Content—Several DLruggists Propose 
to Tait the Legality of the Ordinance —Newark Cocaine Prose- 
cutions Continue. 


Determpined to make a thorough crusade against the sale of 
cocaine and all preparations containing cocaine without a phy 
sician’s prescription, the New York Department of Health is 
‘arrying its prosecutions of druggists who have unwittingly 
dispensed the drug to an extreme which is annoying the phar 
htcists of Greater New York more than any previous inter 
ference of the Health Department with their business. It is a 
noticeable fact that the department never thought of passing 

doenforeing an ordinance against the sale of cocaine until 
several similar measures had been introduced into the State 
Legislature, but as soon as if was realized that such legisla 
tion was likely to pass the department hastened to make a local 
law oon the subject, and has been losing no opportunity since 
then to enforce this provision with more zeal than discretion, 
or even justice. 

Since the passage of the ordinance the Health Commissioner 
ind his staff of inspectors have caused the arrest of more than 
20 druggists of this city, besides summonsing to the criminal 
court several officers in retail drug corporations on the charge 
of selling cocaine illegally, With but one or two exceptions all 
of these druggists have been held for the Grand Jury and trial 
by Special Sessions, though temporarily released on bail, and 
in one instance the accused druggist has been found guilty and 
fined S15. Several of those summonsed to answer the charge 
against their corporations, however, pleaded guilty before Spe 
cial Sessions, which suspended sentence, 

The department makes it its savage boast that it recognizes 
no distinetion between the sale of pure cocaine salts and pro 
prietary preparations containing even an infinitesimal amount 
of the drug, and places itself upon record as being wholly indif 
rent as to whether or not the druggists arrested for the sale 
of such preparations knew of the existence of the narcotic in 
the medicines which they dispensed. The department has 
caused arrests for the sale of five catarrh powders and “ cures,” 
as well as for the sale of a mentholated throat tablet which 
contains only 1-280 grain of cocaine, and has persisted in push 
neg its prosecutions against the sellers of such preparations 
even when the druggists testified that they had had the pro 
scribed remedies on their shelves for several months, and even 
years, without knowing that they contained cocaine. \ 

Phe apparent injustice of such action has aroused many of 
the local pharmaceutical organizations, and as a result the 
counsel for such societies are preparing to fight the depart 
ment’s prosecutions of their members by instituting test cases 
n Special Sessions. Sidney Faber, of 1102 Second avenue, who 
was arrested recently for selling Wyeth’s Mentholic Throat 
Tablets. is determined to test the legality of such prosecution 
by the department, and for this purpose has arranged to plead 

not guilty ’ and contest the criminal suit against him through 
the attorney for the German Apothecaries’ Society. It is also 
expected that several others will join him in his fight.

The prosecution of the Reid, Yeomans & Cubit corporation 
on the charge of selling Wyeth’s Mentholic Throat Tablets, it 
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Will be remembered, terminated by the suspension of sentence 
by Special Sessions, and several similar cases of corporations 
summonsed to answer this charge have been disposed of in the 
siime Tngainher, 

In explanation of the department's attitude in causing such 
Wholesale prosecutions without investigating the question of 
intent, Dr. Darlington said recently: “ We do not care whether 
the druggist or other seller of cocaine or any preparation con 
taining cocaine intended to dispense the prohibited drug or not. 
Ignorance of the contents of an article on the part of the seller 
shall not be accepted as an excuse in any instance. If any one 
sells a preparation containing cocaine, whether he knew it con 
tained the drug or not, he does so at his own risk, and we are 
voing to try to eateh every one who does so. What disposi 
tion is made of his case after we have caused ‘his arrest 
is not for us, but for the Court of Special Sessions, to say. 
The ordinance is plain enough to be thoroughly understood. 
The druggist must look out for what he sells. It is his busi 
hess to know what the preparations he dispenses contain. This 
ruling will hold regardless of any guarantees under the federal 
food and drugs law or any other guaranty issued by the manu- 
facturers.” 

Mr. De Lacey, clerk of the eastern branch of the New York 
State Board of Pharmacy, stated recently that the indiserimi 
hate arrests caused by the Department of Health under its 
cocaine ordinance were angering the druggists of this) city 
greatly. He added that the Board of Phamnacy, when com 
pelled to enforce the State cocaine law on and after September 
1, would be inclined to use more care in its prosecutions, know- 
ing that reputable pharmacists would not willingly dispense a 
prohibited drug, and realizing that a warning that any prepa- 
ration contained cocaine would be more effective in checking its 
sale than wholesale and promiscuous arrests. 

The prosecution of alleged cocaine sellers continues to be 
briskly conducted in Newark, N. J., where 30 additional arrests 
have been made by the sheriffs officers and policemen as a 
result of raids upon “dives” in the First and Pourth Volice 
precincts. In the arrest of Edward Rogers, familiarly known 
wmong his “pals” as “ Packie” Rogers, of 120 Mulberry street, 
Newark, the police believe that they have captured the mys 
terious “ doctor” who has been selling prescriptions for cocaine 
which recently have been filled by many pharmacists in that 
city. Most of these prescriptions lave been signed “ Alfred 
Rogers, V.S.." and have purported to have been signed by a 
veterinarian. Rogers was arrested by Detective Kass, of the 
Fourth Precinet of Newark, on July 12. All of the prisoners 
arrested recently in Newark have been entered on the police 
precinet blotters with the police captains as complainants, and 
held in default of S500 bail each. 


Meeting of the National Association of Boards of 


Pharmacy. 

At the last meeting of the Association of Boards of Phar 
macy, at Indianapolis, it was agreed that if possible the asso 
ciation should hold a meeting prior to the meeting of the Ameri 
can Pharmaceutical Association, in order that the work might 
not interfere with: the regular sessions of the A. Ph.

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RECEN! DECISION BY FOOD ANU DRUG INSPECTION 
BOARD CAUSES CONSTERNATION. 


Manufacturers Using Benzoate Cannot Take Advantage of Serial 
Number Guaranty of the Department of Agriculture Even on 
1907 Pack—After 1907 Pack Has Been Disposed of, Use of 
Benzoate Is to Be Prohibited. 

The entire manufacturing and wholesale drug trade through 
out the country is greatly upset and annoyed by a decision of 
the Board of Koeod and Drug Inspection relating to the use of 
preservatives, dyes and chemicals in food products which be 
came operative on July 2.) ‘Phe principal objection to this 
new ruling lies in the provision which states that packages of 
sulphured foods, or foods containing sodium benzoate, or benzoic 
acid, prepared during 1907, must be labeled with a statement 
that the food is preserved with sulphur dioxide, or with sodiuim 
benzoate, or benzoic acid, as the case may be, and shall not be 
permitted to bear serial numbers such as are assigned to any 
suarantee filed with the Department of Agriculture, nor any 
statement that the articles are guaranteed to conform to the 
Food and Drugs law. After the 1907 pack the use of benzoate 
in food is prohibited. 

The fact that all guarantees are thereby withdrawn from 
packages of foods containing sodium benzoate or benzoic acid 
naturally furnishes sufficient cause for a complaint by the trade, 
and this objection to the ruling is not moditied to any great ex 
tent by the supplementary provision in the decision that no 
prosecutions will be based on the manufacture, sale or trans 
portation of foods and food products manufactured or packed 
during the season of 1907 which contain sodium benzoate in 
quantities not exceeding one-temh of 1 percent. or benzoie acid 
equivalent thereto, provided sodium benzoate or benzoic acid 
has hitherto been generally used in such foods and food prod 
ucts, 

In explanation of the considerations which led to the fram 
ing of this objectionable decision, the Board of Food and Drug 
Inspection says, in relation to the provisions affecting sodium 
benzoate and benzoie acid, that there is a difference of opinion 
among experts as to the harmfulness of these two preservatives. 
Some manufacturers of food and food products, the board 
states, have used these preservatives in the honest belief that 
they are harmless, In the opinion of the board, however, they 
are harmful and their use should be prohibited. 

Continuing, the board makes this concession: 

The pack of 1907 is well under way, some of it is completed, and 
sodium benzoate has been used extensively. By another year the 
manufacturers of these food products will have had ample time to 
adjust manufacturing conditions in such a manner that the use of 
sodium benzoate will be unnecessary. The prohibition of the use of 
sodium benzoate at this time would, it is thought, work a hardship 
upon the manufacturers of food products out of all proportion to the 
benefit which would be derived by the consumers. The use of sodium 
benzoate for the time being in limited quantities, which are to be 
plainly stated upon the label, seems to be the fair solution both for 
the consumer and for the manufacturer, 

The decision also provides that the label of each package of pre 
served foods or of foods containing benzoate of soda or benzoie acid 
shall bear a statement that the food is preserved with sulphur dioxid 
or with sodium benzoate or benoic acid, as the case may be, and the 
label must not bear a serial number assigned to any guaranty filed 
with the Department of Agriculture or any statement that the article 
is. guaranteed to conform to the Food and Drugs law. ‘The necessity 
for these requirements is obvious. Where preservatives are used, the 
ahels should inform the consumers of the fact, and it is the opinion 
of the board that the preserved food does not comply with the law, and 
that it is unfair to the consumer to allow a statement to be made upon 
the label that the preserved food is guaranteed under the Food and 
lbrugs law, for the consumer may interpret this statement as a guar 
anty that the food is pure. 


In reply to this decision against the continued use of benzoic 
acid and sodium benzoate in preserving foods after the 1007 
pack has been disposed of, KE. C. Johnson, secretary of the 
National Association of Manufacturers of Mood Products, said 
m July 14: 


The decision of the Food Inspection Board means that the Depart 
ment of Agriculture officials are determined to force us into the courts, 
to make us fight for our business existence rather than co-operate with 
us in solving our problems and increasing business. In regard to the 
label clause forbidding the printing of our guarantee on the labels of 
goods containing benzoate, T would like to say that, if this means that 
we cannot guarantee these goods, it will kill all business in them im 
mediately. for jobbers will not buy goods which we cannot guarantee. 
I cannot believe that this is the intention of the law, and I am glad, 
in a way, that the mask has been drawn aside. We know better what 
we are up against. It will stiffen the weak-kneed and bring about 
greater unity among the manufacturers, 

Our association will at once take steps to line up on our side all

manufacturers needing benzoate We shall increase our numerical 


strength as much as possible, engage adequate counsel and prepare to 
make the fight of our lives for honest goods labeled honestly in the 
test case which the officials are bound to force upon us 

We believe benzoate absolutely harmless. We should not use it 
if we thought otherwise. Two hundred manufacturers say that they 
have never heard of a single instance where it has harmed any one. 
Dr. Harrington, head of the pure food work in Massachusetts, and 
author of its sane food law, told me recently that he would as willingly 
eat goods prepared with benzoate as with cranberry sauce. We be- 
lieve that goods put up without benzoate will cause more harm in one 
day than all the goods put up with benzoate in a year. We have sim 


ply got to have benzoate It means business existence of scores o 
manufacturers We are more than willing to state that we are using 


benzoate on the labels. We believe we are right, and that we shall 
Win out 


Who Shall Revise the Pharmacopoeia ? 


Probably the most interesting feature of the latest meeting 
of the New York College of Pharmacy, which was held on Tues 
day evening, June 18, was the discussion of a proposed amend 
nent to the by-laws defining the powers of the Curriculum 
Conunittee, which is to take the place of the present Lecture 
Committee, and to exercise some of the duties and functions 
how imposed on the dean. In proposing the change, Dr. Ediott 
said that as a member of the Examination Committee he had 
found that there was a certain amount of overlapping of the 
subjects taught by the different chairs. Te further said that 
there seemed to be a disposition to saddle the dean with every 
thing which came up, thus adding unduly to his already onerous 
duties, ‘The text of the article as it is proposed to be amended 


appears below : . 

Section $9, Curriculum Committee This shall consist of seven 
inembers, two of whom shall be members of the Examination Commit 
tee, who shall, after consulting with the faculty as to the best methods, 
submit a plan and a prospectus to the Board of ‘Trustees at the March 
meeting, or as soon thereafter as possible, which, if approved, shall be 
the curriculum of the ensuing session. ‘They shall engage the profes 
sors, shall approve the nomination of instructors, quiz masters and as 
sistants, shall arrange salary list of all the educational staff, shall 
supervise every syllabus of instruction submitted by each member otf 
the faculty. It shall be their duty to see that the various courses 
of instruction harmonize and are for the best interests of the students. 
‘Chey shall have charge of all matters relating to the educational in 
terests and discipline of the colle and shall have the power to sus 
pend students for breach of deportment pending an investigation by 
the committee. The acts of the committee shall be subject to the 
approval of the Board of Trustees. 





The amendment to article 1, section 9, of the by-laws, pro 
viding for certificates of membership at a price to be tixed by 
the Board of Trustees was adopted, as was proposed in the 
printed notices of the meeting. 

Thos. FE. Main said that as the chairman of the Committee 
of the Drug Trade Section of the Board of Trade, his attention 
had been called very pointedly to the faults in the methods of 
revising the U.S. Pharmacopeeia, and he said that he thought 
it probable that this subject would be discussed quite generally 
in the near future. The spegestion had been offered that ‘the 
revision be placed in the hands of the United States Govern 
ment. Tle himself thought it well to debate this subjeet. Thomas 
PP. Cook said that as far as he was concerned he thought the 
present methods better than the proposed one. Dr. elliott said 
that he thought it might be well for the United States to follow 
the European Government by taking over the work of the re 
vision. Mr. Mayo said that the subject was one that would 
require very careful consideration. ‘The proposal had been 
made by Dr. Sehieffelin some months ago and there was evi- 
dently a feeling in some quarters that the Government should 
undertake the establishment of the standards which, under 
the food and drugs act, it was required to enforce, He said 
that on the grounds of sentiment he was decidedly opposed to 
the move. Tle believed it contrary to the democratie doctrines 
on which our Government was founded and that he looked 
upon it as but one more step in the direction of centralization 
toward which the Government had been hastening so rapidly 
under the vigorous executive now in power, Notwithstanding 
his views of the matter in the abstract it might be that upon 
consideration of the various practical aspeets of the subject 
a Government commission would offer an improvement over 
the present methods. Tle said that the suggestion offered by 
Dr. Elliott seemed to him to indicate a possible compromise 
which would combine the best features of both the European 
and the American methods, namely, that the work be entrusted 
to a paid commission composed partly of the Government offi 
cials and partly of delegates nominated by the U. S. Phar 
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InacopMeial convention, all on Government salaries. He thought 
that the mere size of the present committee was one of the most 
serious objections to it as its size rendered it somewhat un 
wieldly. Ile therefore moved that the chairman appoint a com 
inittee of five te study the question and to report at the next 
meeting of the college. The motion was adopted and the chair 
man, Professor Chandler, announced that he would appoint 
the committee later

Mr. Hynson’s *‘ Readjustment” Plan Approved with Modifications 
Chicago Branch to Make Exhibit at A. M. A. Meeting.

Therefore, chapter 5 of Mr. Piynson’s plan should be struck out. 

Some discussion followed this presentation, and Professor 
Hallberg’s suggestions were adopted. With these exceptions 
the outlines presented by Mr. Tynson were approved in a gen- 
eral way. 

An amendment to the by-laws of the local branch was then 
offered: Providing for active and associate members; active 
Inainbers to pay Sloper year as dues and associate members to 
pay ne dues.

Ten Cents’ Worth of Stamps of Any Denomination Will Now 
Carry Them. 


Postmaster-General Meyer has issued an order to postimas 
ters, in furtherance of an act passed at the last session of Con 
gress, Which is expected to prove of great) importance and 
utility to the public. On and after July 1, if there is attached 
to any letter or package of mail matter 10° cents’ worth of 
stamps of any denomination, with the words “special deliv 
ery" written or printed on the envelope or covering, ino addi 
tion te the postage required for ordinary delivery, the article 
will be disposed of as though it bore a regulation special de 
livery stamp. 

The Postmaster-General has decided also, in the interest of 
expediting special delivery, to recommend to Congress an 
amendment to the present law, whereby such letters mumay be 
left at their destinations without procuring receipts in all cases, 

Until Congress ean act, however, a broader construction of 
the present law will be given, so that receipt will be accepted 
of any one occupying the premises to whom ordinary mail might 


be given,

Ilenry Canning, one of Boston’s best known druggists, died 
at his home in Dorchester, Friday, July 12. He had been iden- 
tified with the drug trade of the Hub for half a century.

In 1857 his career in the drug trade commenced with the Theo 
dore Metealf Company. He remained with this concern for 
10 years, and then formed a partnership with Prof. Edgar L. 
Patch, which association continued for many years. Finally 
Mr. Canning succeeded to the full ownership of the old stand 
at the corner of Green and Chambers streets. Mr. Canning 
always took an active part in all matters relating to his calling. 
He was a loyal supporter of the Massachusetts College of Phar 
macy and was a member of its Board of Trustees for many 
years, and its president from 1885 to 1891. He was a member 
of the Boston School Board from 1885 to 1SS88.) He was a char- 
ter member of the Massachusetts Pharmaceutical Association, 
and in ISS6 was president of the organization. Ile was a mem- 
ber and the first president of the B. A. R. D.. Ine. He was 
also one of the founders of the Boston Druggists’ Association, 
and served the association for many years as secretary; he 
was also president of the organization. At the formation of 
the Interstate Retail Druggists’ League Mr. Canning was one 
of the most active workers. Mr. Canning was prominent as a 
church singer, and for 44 years devoted his vocal talents to 
the choirs of two churches, St. Joseph’s and St. Augustine's 
In 1899 he received hearty congratulations on the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of joining St. Augustine’s choir. He retired from 
St. Augustine’s choir two years ago. At that time he was paid 
a warm compliment by Mgr. O'Callaghan, and was given a 
check for $500 in recognition of his remarkable services to the 
church. His fellow choir members presented him a handsome 
chest of silver. The funeral took place Monday, 15th inst., in 
Dorchester, and was attended by representatives of many of 
the pharmaceutical organizations with which the deceased had 
been actively connected, There were many floral tributes. By 
request of the officers of the B. A. R. D.. Ine.. many Boston 
druggists closed their stores during the funeral as a mark of 
respect to the deceased, 

SIR WILLIAM HENRY PERKIN. 

Sir William Henry Perkin, the discoverer of aniline dyes, 
died in London, England, on July 14, at the age of 69 years. 

Born in I88s, Sir William devoted his entire life to the study 
of chemistry By what might be described as a chance discov- 
ery, he found the secret of producing colors, perfumes and 
valuable drugs from petroleum, or coal tar, which formerly had 
been considered waste product. The industries built upon his 
discovery in this country alone involve $100,000,000, and = in 
Germany furnish employment to 120,000 workmen. No less 
than 700 distinet tints have been produced by the aniline proc 
ess which he introduced. It was only a year ago, however, that 
he was knighted by King Edward. The jubilee of his discovery 
was celebrated last year both in this country and in England.

Little Doing in Buffalo—Greek Candy Dealers Must Reform~—-The 
Witch Hazel Muddle.

Bulfalo, July 17.— There is no complaint of business in the 
Buffalo retail drug stores, though nobody calls it heavy. There 
sono friction among the various branches of the trade and not 
Inuch complaint of the downtown big sellers on the part of the 
outlying stores, though the disposition to put thuming adver 
tisements in the papers calling attention to themselves as the 
only pebbles. or, rather, boulders, on the beach is as common as 
ever, The fact that the small druggist does not know of any 
way that he can advertise his business without the cost run 
lihng too far up on his profits is a great source of distress to 
him 

It Takes Enterprise to Advertise 
so that it counts, in a big concern just as much as in a small 
one, and it would seem that the small druggist’s tield was first 
ofall, if not alli 
that field pretty nearly unworked, at least in Buffalo, and gives 


tall, in-his glass front, Still as a rule he leaves 


the average customer a sort of chill when he comes up to the 
store, Would it not be comparatively easy to tix up the front 
so that it would create a sort of warm and cheerful feeling to 
the visitor’ 

A New Soda Fountain as a Trade Winner. 

Here is a pointer that may be in line. An uptown druggist 
who used to liave a soda fountain by the store front that was 
not by any means an attraction to the eye, not long ago threw 
it out and put in a very handsome one that made the whole 
store a beauty spot. He said the other day that he was de 
lighted with it, for it cost no more to run than the old one did, 
and he was easily selling 25 percent. more from it than he ever 
did from the old one, and last year was much warmer than 
this one has been so far. There are other stores in the same 
district that could easily tell the same story. We buy so many 
things by favor that it always pays to find out how to command 
it. The soda fountain is not a seller of soda water alone if it 
is what it should be. It sells goods all over the store. 

Clean Candy. 

The city druggists repudiate very emphatically the claim 
of the Greek candy stores that their troubles were caused by 
complaints from the druggists. It would have been a benetit 
te the city at large if they had complained, for the stores were 
found so filthy when the Health Department looked into them 
this month that some of them had to be shut up. There is 2 
host of Greeks in the business in Buffalo, and their reputation 
has never been of the best. 

The Witch Hazel Scare. 

The druggists say it is not hard to see that they do not 
stand in with the authorities from the way they caught it 
When it was found that so many of them were selling witeh 
hazel below standard. J. A. Lockie, who appears to have been 
he first to use this particular brand, is quite indignant and 
wrote the manufacturers of it a tart letter, for it appears that 
his was found to be up to standard, when so many other stocks 
were not. The manufacturers of it appear to have made him 
a supply that was all right. and then, when he recommended it 
to the other city druegists, cut down the strength of theirs and 
nade Mr. Lockie seem to be advising them to buy a spurious 
article It was the wholesale druggists of the city that caught 

worst when Mr. Dickinson (of high-grade witch hazel fame) 
nade bis disclosures. 

New Stores on Main Street. 

There is still any amount of report of the prospective estab 
lishment of a new drug store or two on Main street, of the class 
of the Cahoon-Lyon store, and some of the older members of the 
trade think they know who is in one or another of the ventures, 
but nothing has materialized and nothing may come of it all.

Counter’ Dispenser Soda’ Fountain in his retail store at 235 
Main street. The outfit is unusually fine in design and rich in 
detail. It replaces a body apparatus of another make. 

Horace P. Hayes is building a new store near the one he has 
on Elk street, Buffalo. When he located in the older store he 
noted that the vacant lot would be likely to harbor a com- 
petitor some time, so he bought it and will now be his own 
competitor. 

Some of the Buffalo druggists are mindful that it is soon 
to be political weather and are preparing to get their lightning 
rods out. Others say that they have been asked to run for 
ical office, but are not foolish enough to risk neglecting their 
business for such nonsense, 

The western branch of the State Board of Pharmacy has 
not been very active for some time, but is to have an inspector 
from the middle branch at once, who will proceed to look into 
the district for store irregularities.

C.O, Rano, past president of the State Pharmaceutical Asso 
cintion, was robbed of about S86 the other day by two sharps 
who entered his drug store at Niagara and Carolina streets, 
suffalo, one of them asking to telephone and the other en 
gaging his attention. The money was in a coat that hung near 
the telephone, and it is supposed that the thieves knew it was 
there, 

William Coulson, one of the best known druggists in Buf 
falo, died on the 15th as the result of an operation for peri 
tonitis. Tle was born in Canada in S48, but had been a Buf 
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falo druggist since IS70, when he entered the store of W. H. 
Peabody as a clerk. He occupied several stores in the city and 
amassed considerable money. He stood high in the Methodist 
Church, and was very public spirited.

A MASS MEETING TO CONSIDER DRUG TRADE CONDI- 
TIONS IN NEW ORLEANS. 


Price Cutting Stops—-Capdau to Co-operate with Local Association— 
New Officers for the Orleans Association. 


(From our Reoular Correspondent.) 

New Orleans, July 15.—Among the local retail druggists 
considerable interest is being manifested in the work of the 
Trade Committee which was appointed by a mass meeting of 
retailers some time ago to look into certain conditions existing 
in the trade and to report back to another mass meeting, which 
will finally adjust a number of matters that are badly in need 
of adjustment. This committee is composed of Dr. F. C. God- 
bold, president of the State Board of Pharmacy; George W. 
McDuff, the new president of the Orleans Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation; C. D. Sauvinet, R. L. Villere, M. T. Breslin, P. A. Cap- 
dau, Dr. Chretien and O. A. Kaeczoroski. Several meetings of 
this committee have already been held and conditions have been 
broadly discussed by these phanmnacists, who represent the best 
element of druggists in New Orleans. They have been talking 
of ll manner of things, but just what their final report to the 
mass meeting of druggists will be is a question which none 
of them will answer at present. At any rate, it is hoped that 
this committee’s report and the action by the trade upon it 
will adjust certain objectionable conditions that have existed 
in the trade here for some time. It is believed that the recent 
eut rate war started by P. A. Capdau was one of the principal 
matters discussed, and the fact that Mr. Capdau is working in 
harmony with the committee is believed to be a favorable in- 
dication that this rate war question will be settled. No very 
great change in the old schedule of prices is anticipated, 
though it is believed that some few alterations will be made. 
On the whole, however, the schedule, it is anticipated, will re 
main just as it is. 

The Price War Ended. 

The price cutting started by Mr. Capdau, which has been 
referred to ithe AMERICAN DruGcist before, lasted only two 
or three days. He had cut the prices on a good many articles 
when finally prevailed upon to go back to the standard prices, 


the understanding being that he was to observe the latter until 
a general meeting of the trade had been called to revise the 
price list. This revision is new in hand. It is expected that 


in the next week or so the general meeting of the trade to 


which the report of thi# trade committee will be submitted will’ 


be called, and that a final adjustnent of all differences will 


be made.

awminations in the combined 
branches of general and analytical chemistry. Shortly after 
graduation he became connected with the firm of Benton, 
Myers & Co., (now Benton, Hall & Co.), and established an 
analytical department where the quality of the various prod- 
ucts handled was passed upon. He commenced at the same 
time to manufacture a line of concentrated fruit syrups, 
crushed fruits, ete., which immediately became popular. This 
branch of the business grew beyond all expectations and soon 
required several additional buildings to accommodate the in- 
crease, The line is now marketed under the name of “ Cleve- 
land Brand,” manufactured by the Cleveland Fruit Juice Com- 
pany, which is owned entirely by Benton, Hall & Co. Mr. 
Ilankey was admitted to the firm January 1, 1900. Tle joined 
the American Pharmaceutical Association at the Jubilee meet- 
ing in 1902. and has attended all of the annual meetings since 
that time. He assisted in the organization of the Cleveland 
Chemical Society, is a member and trustee of the Cleveland 
School of Pharmacy, and is this year chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Course of Study and a member of the Committee on 
School Management and Examinations.

Short Weight in Drug Stores. 

Charles Ammen, 2 well-known local pharmacist, is agitating 
the question of short weights in drug stores, and has already 
drawn considerable attention to the controversy he has stirred 
up. Ile declares that in some of the local drug stores the pro- 
prietors are giving 12 instead of 16 ounces to the pound, and 
that it is about time the Grand Jury looked into the matter. 
Mr. Ammen’s attack on these proprietors, none of whom lias 
been named, has attracted attention not only among the trade, 
but among outsiders also. Comparatively little has grown out 
of the matter vet, though there is said to be a probability that 
it will be taken to the Grand Jury. 

Recent Changes. 

Dr. Alexander B. Sambola, a well-known pharmacist, who 
formerly conducted the Thalia Street Pharmacy, at Thalia and 
Magazine streets, has bought out Billington’s Pharmacy, at 
Jackson avenue and Liberty street. He will make a number 
of alterations and improvements, and will establish a modern 


and up to date pharmacy. 

A. Di Tripani, a well-known local pharmacist. has just 
bought the Young American Drug Store, at Prytania and Con- 
stantinople streets. He has a good location and it is believed 
will make a prospereus establishment of the place.

Condition of Trade. 
NEW York, July 20, 1907. 

Trade in drugs and chemicals has not been of a very eXx- 
tensive character during the period under review, exceedingly 
quiet conditions having prevailed in nearly all departments, 
though when the season of the year is considered the trade 
volume is not disappointing. The inquiry from interior points 
has fallen off more than has been noted in the metropolitan 
district, where the demand continues moderately active, espe- 
cially in a jobbing way, there being vet an absence of specula- 
tive interest or of any show of purchasing in excess of current 
requirements. In this respect the movement is disappointing 
to importers and package dealers. With the exception of ad- 
vances in bismuth, opium, morphine and codeine, and a reduc- 
tion in camphor, the price fiuctuations during the fortnight 
were few and unimportant. The position of quinine has not al 
tered since our last report, the movement continuing slow, with 
a weak undertone to the inarket. The market for Messina es- 
sences shows increased strength and lemon and bergamot are 
fractionally higher. An advance in caffeine is looked for in 
view of the strong position of the article abroad, The weaker 
market for gum camphor has influenced manufacturers to re- 
duce the price of monobromated, and menthol is dull and weak, 
owing to lack of demand. It will be noted that the fluctuations 
reported below are fairly evenly divided, with the majority 
perhaps favoring holders,

Drugs. 

Alcohol quotations remain unchanged at S2.5316 to $2.55 
for grain, less the usual rebate; denatured is the subject of 
some competition, but 85c¢ is yet generally named for single 
barrels; wood, 97 percent., is held and selling at 40¢ to 45c. 

Balm of Gilead buds have eased off in the interval, the re 
vised quotations showing a reduction to 30¢ to Sle. 

Balsam copaiba is seasonably quiet and with freer receipts 
values have weakened to the extent that South American is now 
available at 55¢ to 6O¢; Para is steady, though not actively in- 
quired for, at 81.25 to $1.50. 

Salsam fir, Canada, is held with increased firmness, though 
quotations are nominally unchanged, recent transactions being 
at $8.00 to $3.10; Oregon is offered more freely, with quota- 
tions reduced to $2.10 to $2.20, owing to freer offerings, 

Balsam Peru is selling fairly in a jobbing way and values 
are firmly maintained at $2.50 to $2.75. 

Balsam tolu is seasonably quiet, but holders show no dis- 
position to urge sales by price concessions, 28¢ to 25¢ being yet 
quoted. 

sarks.—Only a routine movement in the several lines of 
medicinal barks has been experienced during the interval. 
Caseara has been inquired for, but only in a small way and 
market conditions have not changed to any appreciable extent, 


though the tone is firmer in sympathy with conditions on the 
coast; current quotations of Stee to lle as to age and quantity 
are well maintained. Cramp has attracted little attention 
since our last, but prices are fairly well maintained at 5%c¢ to 
Ge. Cottonroot is held steadily and we hear of occasional sales 
in a jobbing way at Tle to Sc. Soap is fractionally lower, 
owing to competition among dealers and cut and crushed are 
now quoted uniformly at Gye to Ti4e. 

Buchu leaves, short, have not been actively inquired for 
and lots are available at 25¢ to 25¢ as to quality. 

Cacao butter meets with a limited inquiry only, but there is 
no pressure to realize and the market is firm at 356l4e to 5Sec 
for bulk, and 4+4e to 52¢ for 12-lb. boxes. 

Caffeine is in advanced tendency, owing to the strong tenor 
of advices from abroad, but competition among holders keeps 
values on spot down to the previous range of $2.65 to $2.75, 
though some holders decline to quote and others ask $3. 

Calendula flowers are practically out of the market and no 
quotations are obtainable. 

Cassia buds ‘have hardened a trifle in the interval, the in- 
side quotations for round lots having been marked up to 2615¢, 
with up to 27¢ named for jobbing quantities, 

Chamomile flowers, of the new crop, are firmly maintained, 
and we hear of nothing offering at under 25c; quotations on 
parcels to arrive have been advanced to 18¢ to 22c, as to quality 
and quantity. 

Clover tops are scarce on spot and little is coming forward, 
with the result that prices are firmly maintained at 17¢ to 18e, 
though only a moderate inquiry is experienced. 

Codeine is higher in sympathy with the advancing market 
for opium and revised quotations show an advance of 40c, bulk 
being held at $4.05 to $4.15 for alkaloid, $4 to $4.10 for sulphate 
and muriate, and $3.70 to $4 for phosphate. 

Ergot las developed no action of consequence since our 
last and the demand continues limited, with Russian quoted 
at He to 26. 

Guarana sales ave restricted. owing to scarcity and high 
cost of goods, the only holder of the limited available supply 
standing out for $4. 

Lactucarium is scarce and wanted, and values are held at 
the higher range of S5 toeS5.50 for German. 

Lycopodium is slow of sale, and the former quotations of 
{Se to Stlsc¢ for upbranded and VPolitz are yet available. 

Menthol is seasonably dull and market quotations are largely 
nominal, with holders being disposed, to offer more freely at 
$2.60 and upward, as to quality and quantity. 

Morphine reflects the firmer position of opium and quota 
tions have been advanced twice during the interval by the 
manufacturers, the range being now established on the basis 
of $2.80 to $5.05. 

Nux vomica is firmer, owing to scarcity and a more active 
demand. While some stock is available in a limited way at 
3%c, 4¢ to 414e is more generally named. 

Opium is meeting with a moderate inquiry only, but condi- 
tions have changed for the better and the amarket shows in 
ereased firmness, with prices well sustained at an advance 
to $5.25 for cases, the previous low seller being encouraged to 
join the upward movement after sales at $5. It appears that 
the crop results have been estimated higher than conditions 
warranted, and information from Smyrna to the effect that 
the yield would be much reduced and that higher prices pre- 
vailed there influenced ‘a stronger and higher market here, and 
business at the close was done at $5.25 for cases, $5.30 to $5.35 


for broken packages and $5.90 to $5.95 for powdered. As might 
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be expected, the advance in price has not served to stimulate 
the poor inquiry that prevailed prior to it. 

Quinine has not shown any action of consequence since our 
last and the demand is slow and. unimportant, with makers 
doing a quiet business on the old basis of 16¢ for bulk in 100-oz. 
tins; second hands ask 15c¢ for German and 1414c for Java, 
prices which could be shaded on a firm bid. 

Soap, Castile, mottled, is scarce on spot and holders of the 
limited available supply name at an advance to 74c to 7l4e. 

Tonka beans, Angostura, are in diminished supply and hold- 
ers have advanced their ideas, and now quote at S80c. 

Uvi ursi leaves are offered more freely, owing to arrivals 
of new crop goods, and we hear of sales at 414¢ to dc. 

Vanilla beans are in moderately active demand, but we have 
no new feature of consequence to report, quotations being un- 
changed at the range of $4 to $7 for whole Mexican, $3.75 to 
$4 for cut and $2.50 to $3.50 for whole Bourbon. 


Chemicals. 

Arsenic, white, is passing out in moderate quantities to con- 
sumers and the tone of the market is quiet at 74%4c to Se. 

Benzoic acid is in better supply and the market is easier in 
consequence, with sales at 36c¢ to 38<c. 

Bismuth preparations have been advanced by the manu- 
facturers from 20¢ to 25c, following an advance of 36c in price 
of the metal. The revised quotations from manufacturers are 
as foilows: Isismuth and ammon. cit., $2.10 to $2.15; oxide 
hydrate, $2.85; cxychloride, $2 to $2.05; salicylate, $1.55; sub- 
salicylate, $1.85: subearbonate, $2 to $2.05; subgallate, $1.70 
to $1.75; subiodide, $3.50, and subnitrate, $1.75 to $1.80. 

Blue vitriol has declined in the interval, owing to the easier 
position of the metal, and manufacturers now name 7c to 714¢. 

Citric acid is in good seasonable demand and the market is 
characterized by a firm undertone, though sales are yet making 
on the basis of 52¢ for barrels, 

Cream of tartar is in moderately active jobbing demand, but 
quiet from the hands of manufacturers, at the range of 234c 
to 23%¢ for crystals and 2314c to 24c for powdered. 

Oxalic acid is weaker, owing to freer offerings, and there 
were sales during the interval of spot stock at 8%4c to 9c. 

Tartaric acid is without new or interesting features. The 
demand is seasonably active at current quotations, or, say, 
28%¢ to 29\4¢ for crystals and 29¢ to 2914c for powdered. 

Essential Oils. 
Anise continues held at $1.25 to $1.30, but there is no de- 


mand of consequence, only jobbing sales being reported at quo-- 


tations. 

Bergamot has derived additional strength from foreign re- 
ports, and holders of spot goods are holding at an advance to 
$3.90 to $4. 

Cajuput is held more firmly and some holders decline to 
shade 57¢, though we hear of sales at 55c. 

Camphor, Japanese, has developed a downward tendency, 
prime light being now quoted at 2214c to 25c and heavy by- 
product at 20¢ to 221.¢. 

Cassia is maintained at $1.4714 to $1.50 for 75 to 80 percent. 
respectively, but only jobbing quantities are changing hands at 
this range. 

Citronella is meeting with a steady inquiry from consumers 
and the market appears well sustained at current quotations, 
or, say, 42c¢ to 45¢c for drums. 

Lemon, with the other Messina essences, is held more firmly, 
owing te higher cables from primary markets, and leading 
brands are now quoted at $1.90 to $2. 

Myrbane is in firmer position, with up to 84sec asked for 
ordinary jobbing lots. 

Orange is in firm position, owing to strong primary markets, 
and though available in some quarters at $2.35, a more general 
asking price is $2.40 to $2.45 for both sweet and bitter. 

Pennyroyal, American, is in better supply and offers more 
freely at a decline to $5.50 to $4. 


Peppermint is in good demand for export and values are 
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rather well maintained owing to the belief which prevails that 
prices will go higher, a belief which, it may be remarked, is 
not well supported, reports from the fields indicating a heavier 
crop than that of last year, and those who are in a position 
to judge look for lower prices instead of an advance. Mean- 
while bulk on spot is quoted at $1.75 to $2 and cases at $2.65 
to $3. 

Rose is in upward tendency, in sympathy with continued 
firm advices from the primary market, and quotations on spot 
have been marked up to $4.75 to $5.25. 


Gums. 

There is little new or interesting to report in this market. 
About the usual jobbing demand is experienced, with few price 
changes. Refined camphor is again lower, manufacturers hav- 
ing reduced quotations to $1.05 to $1.06 for bulk in barrels 
and 4-oz. squares in cases respectively. Camphor preparations 
are also easier, monobromated camphor having been reduced 
se per lb. Aloes of the various grades are higher and the re- 
vised quotations are noted in our list of Original Package 
Prices. Gamboge has declined, owing to freer offerings and 
competition among dealers; prime pipe is quoted at S80c to 
8214¢ and broken at 774e to 80c. 


Roots. 

Berberis aquifolium is in very limited supply and under 
good control, with nothing offering at under 35c. 

Gentian is a shade easier for old crop root owing to the near 
approach of new, but quotations are nominally unchanged, 54¢c 
to 514c being yet named. 

Ginger, Jamaica, is held with increased firmness, but prices 
are quotably unchanged with sales reported at 17¢ to 18c for 
bleached and 15%j¢ to 1714¢ for unbleached. 

Golden seal is held with increased firmness at $1.50 to $1.55, 
but there is no demand to speak of at the moment. 

Sarsaparilla, Mexican, is held with increased firmness, most 
of the cheaper lots having been taken up and the general in- 
side quotation is 8c. 

Senega is firmer in the face of advices from producing sec- 
tions where, it is reported, holders are not offering supplies 
with any freedom. The old quotations of 49¢ to 50c for West- 
ern are again current. 

Seeds. 

Caraway, Dutch, is quiet, but holders abate none of their 
firmness and it is doubtful if any spot stock can be had at 
under 71sec to 734¢. 

Celery is maintained in steady position and supplies are 
offered in a limited way only at the inside quotation of 7T4c. 

Cevadilla is held with increased firmness in sympathy with 
the strong terior of advices from primary markets and holders 
decline to shade 9¢ to 914c. 

Colchicum is attracting more attention in view of the tenor 
of advices from primary sources of supply, a failure of the 
crop being reported. There are sellers on spot, however, at the 
previous range of 18¢ to 20c. 

Foenugreek is reported higher abroad and values on spot 
are well sustained at the range of 5c to 514¢. ; 

Poppy is advancing at primary sources and holders of the 
limited available spot supply are firmer in their views, though 
stock is still available at the previous range of 7Tl4c to 8l4c. 

Sunflower is held at an advance on account of scarcity, 
sales being reported at 3c, 


The Cultivation of Camphor Trees in Algeria. 


According to Battandier (Journal de Pharmacie et de 
Chemie, vol. 25, p. 182) the attempt was long since made to 
cultivate the camphor tree in Algeria, but, curiously enough, 
the variety introduced contained no camphor, and it was 
prematurely assumed that the camphor tree would not produce 
camphor in the Mediterranean regions generally. In 1892 
rrabut had seeds brought from Formosa, and the plants grown 
from these furnished abundance of camphor, though their 
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
